This cheerful news follows the arrival 
in Dublin recently of a large consign- 
ment of paraffin scale (or shale, as it is 
sometimes called). Paraffin scale is a 
by-product of the petroleum industry, 
af this country's principal source is 
the U.S.A., although guite a large trade 
in the commodity has been carried on 
with the Dutch t Indies, Russia and 
Mexico. 

There exists a reasonably good stock 
of wicks, and before this runs out it is 
hoped that rope factories will be in a 
position to supply the demand. The 
only ingredient now short is stearine. 
This is a wax, of which a small percent- 
age is used in the manufacture to harden 
the candles. But a _ perfectly good 
candle, although slightly greyer in 
colour, can be made without any 
stearine. 

The arrival of the familiar sacks and 
slackwood barrels at the candle

MERCHANTMEN 


NEUTRALITY ACT 
TO REMAIN 


WASHINGTON, Sunday. 


PRES! DENT ROOSEVELT 

is to ask Congress for dis- 
cretionary power to arm mer- 
chantmen and send them into 
belligerent ports, informed 
legis ators predicted to-day. He 
will seek this power rather than 
ask for an outright repeal of the 


Neutrality Act. 

If such a course were followed, the 
prohibitions against arming ships and 
their despatch to combat zones tech- 
ECR ei be leít, operative unless 
Mr. sevelt found it necessary to 
put them aside. 

The final decision on what will he 
asked is expected at the conference 
between President “Roosevelt and legis- 
lative leaders on ‘Tuesday, with a 
formal message going to: Congress on 
Wednesday or Thursday. 

Mr. Roosevelt indicated at a Press 
conference last week that he thought 
guns should be installed in merchant- 
men, but he said nothing about the 
removal of other restrictions. Since 
then it is understood that several of 
his advisers have urged him to ask for 
nullification of the restrictions against 
the delivery of goods to belligerents in 
American ships. Leaders at the 
Capitol, however, were agteed_ that 
such a request would provide a lengthy 
and bitter debate in Congress. For 
that reason some thought that the 
Administration would move cautiously, 
proposing only to arm ships at present. 


NEUTRALITY ACT TO

In either event, according to

6. ** All ups of scientific workers 
are united in the fellowship of the 
Commonwealth of Science, which has 
the world for its province and the dis- 
covery of truth as its highest aim. 

7. “The pursuit of scientific inquiry 
demands complete intellectual freedom 
and uprestricted international exchange 
of knowledge, and it can only flourish 
through the unfettered development of 
civilised life.’

As the result of auditors’ reports and 
special inguiries, the Minister for Local 
Government has appointed Mr. D. J. 
O'Donovan as Commissioner to administer 
the affairs of Dublin County Council and 
its associated Boards of Public Assistance. 
While we may regret that the Minister 
deemed it necessary to dispense with the 
sefvices of the bodies concerned—many: of 
whose members have rendered long and 
conscientious service—we congratulate Mr. 
MacEntee on his selection of a Commis- 
sioner whose experience and reputation 
undoubtedly will command public con- 
fidence. Mr. O'Donovan's appointment 
also may be welcomed as a further step 
towards the unified management of all 
local services in the metropolitan city and 
county. If the Government had taken 
action on the basis of the Greater Dublin 
Tribunal’s report—or, alternatively, had 
put the County Management Act into 
force—there would have been no necessity 
for the drastic step which now has been 
deemed necessary. Now, in view of the 
Government’s announcement that. the 
-Management Act will become operative 
early next year, the new Commissioner's 
tenure of office promises to be as brief as 
its duties will be exacting. In effect, his 
principal duty will be to put things into 
shape for transfer to the City Manager and 
his assistants when they assume control 
of the affairs of the county and of the 
Dublin Board of Assistance, in addition 
to those of Rathdown and Balrothery. 
Pending that development, a somewhat 
strange state of affairs will exist in the 
metropolitan area. While managers will 
administer the affairs of the city and of 
Dun Laoghaire, and the new Commissioner 
those of the county and its Assistance 
Boards, the Dublin Board of Assistance 
will survive as the only ‘body to be 
managed by elected representatives, That 
position is not merely anomalous: for 
practical and urgent reasons, it is highly 
inconvenient. As the Corporation’s imme- 
diate partner in the organisation and 
dispensing of relief—through emergency 
kitchens and otherwise—the obviously 
sensible course would be at once to place 
the contro] of its business in the hands cf 
the City Manager. 

Apart from the immediate advantages 
of such a further step towards unified 
management as an emergency measure, it 
would clear the way for authoritative 
consultations and co-operation between the 
City Manager, the Borough Manager of 
Dun Laoghaire, and the new Commissioner 
in the preparation of plans to be put into 
force when Mr. Hernon and his assistants 
take over control within the next few 
months. Quite obviously, such prepara- 
tory steps—if they are to bring about 
greater administrative efficiency—will call 
for deliberations on many difficult points. 
New relationships, involving redistribu- 
tions of staff duties, will have to be 
established as between the Dublin, the 
Rathdown and the Balrothery Boards of 
Assistance, and as between these boards 
and the City and County Managers’ office. 
Likewise there is the need to consider 
future relationships between the adminis- 
trative and professional staffs of the City, 
the County and Dun Laoghaire Borough. 
Exigent needs to plan relief works and to 
deal with other emergency services which 
are—or ought to be—dealt with as matters 
of common interest to the whole metro- 
politan area inevitably will call for the 
careful consideration of means to secure 
active co-operation between the administra- 
tive officers and professional staffs respec- 
tively of the City, Dun Laoghaire and the 
County. To that end delicate questions 
of prestige and status will have to be 
settled, and, if a spirit of good-will and 
loyal co-operation is to be secured, cannot 
be determined in a hurry. Whether 
regarded from the view of the need to 
concert emergency measures or from that 
of convenience in the reorganisation of 
administrative machinery under the 
Management Act, the affairs of the Dublin 
Board of Assistance should be brought 
under managerial control without any 
further delay. 

Even if that course is followed, other 
anomalies will remain. When Mr, Hernon 
and his assistants, early next year, take 
over the management of the affairs of the 
county and Dun Laoghaire, and of their 
three constituent Boards of Assistance, 
the Corporation and Dun Laoghaire 
Borough Council will continue as local 
representative authorities; and, pending 
the election of a new County Council, it 
must be presumed that Mr. O’Donovan, as 
County Commissioner, will continue to 
discharge the _Council’s financial and 
““legislative”” deties, while managerial 
functions pass to Mr. Hernon and his 
assistants. Further, it would appear that 
the Commissioner will continue to dis- 
charge many of the statutory duties of 
Rathdown and Balrothery Assistance 
Boards, while their management passes to 
other hands. Thus there will arise a 
situation of extraordinary, and quite need- 
less, complexity. The City and County 
Manager will be called on to deal with 
the business of several representative, or 
quasi-representative, authorities, every one 
of which will continue to have its separate 
headquarters and to employ independent 
bodies of officials. If such anomalies were 
confined to a transitional period, they 
might be tolerated ; but, in the absence of 
new legislation, they will remain to im- 
pede and complicate the whole work of 
local administration.

The Neutrality Act 1 


How far will President Roosevelt go 
in his message to Congress during the 
next two or three days? Some of the 
political prophets in Washington believe 
that he will take the bull by the horns 
and made a forthright demand for the 
repeal of the Neutrality Act in toto, This 
measure was enacted in the very early 
days of the present war. It was designed 
for one purpose only—to keep the United 
States out of hostilities; for in those days 
the President and his advisers had not 
yet formulated their present doctrine that 
America’s safety depends upon Great 
Britain’s, and that only by unremitting 
help to Britain can the security of the 
western hemisphere be guaranteed. It 
consisted of fourteen major clauses, chief 
among which were those that forbade 
American ships to travel to belligerent 
countries; compelled belligerent Powers 
that bought goods in the United States 
to take the title to them in America, 
required cash in payment for goods, closed 
American ports to belligerent warships, 
forbade American citizens to travel in 
belligerent vessels, and confined the arma- 
ment of American merchant vessels to 
small arms. Most of these restrictions, 
in fact, have been cast aside. Under the 
“Lease and Lend.” legislation Great 
Britain and other democratic Powers are 
allowed to obtain arms without cash, and 
the question of ‘‘title’® has ceased to 
matter. British ships have been, and are 
being, repaired openly in United States 
dockyards. Virtually the only clauses 
that remain intact are those which forbid 
American ships to enter the “war zone ”— 
thereby compelling Britain to carry her 
purchases in her own ships—and limit the 
armament of American vessels. Never- 
theless, the Neutrality Act remains on 
the Statute Book: it never has been 
repealed. Colonel Frank Knox, the 
Secretary for the Navy, is one of several 
prominent politicians who have called for 
its repeal, on the ground that effective 
help cannot be brought to Britain on any 
other terms; but many others believe that 
repeal would plunge the United - States 
automatically into war, and would prefer 
to continue the ' whittling down ” process, 
It is possible, in the circumstances, that 
President Roosevelt will keep within 
bounds in his message to Congress. He 
is unlikely to call for the Act’s repeal, 
and it is hardly more probable that he 
will seek permission for American ships 
to enter European waters; but there seems 
to be general agreement that he will 
submit a bill for the arming of merchant 
vessels against attack from submarine, 
surface raider or dive-bomber. Such a 
proposal will meet with little opposition 
from the “ isolationists,’’ who will reserve 
their gunpowder for bigger occasions. 
Several attacks have been made upon 
American ships during the last few weeks, 
and, in fact, the proposal will be far less 
‘* anti-neutral’’ than several other Acts 
of the United States Government—notably, 
the order to the Navy to hunt down and 
destroy any “ Axis’ submarines that may 
be encountered. Technically, she is 
neutra] to-day: in fact, she is by far the 
most useful of Great Britain's allies. 


Plays for London 


From time to time reports reach us of 
the state of the theatre world in Great 
Britain—which, although it naturally is 


to be prospering a great deal better than 
anybody anticipated. Contrary to expecta- 
tions, most of the theatres have remained 


them, and, although many of the actors 
have joined the fighting services, there are 
still sufficient numbers of them in London 
to meet the requirements of the producers. 
The latest reports on the subject reveal 


This shortage is so acute that several of 
the theatre managements have become 
anxious about it, and the Unity Theatre 
has arranged a competition which, it is 
hoped, will encourage young playwrights 
to submit their work for consideration. 
The first prize in the competition consists 
of the immediate production of the 
winning play, and the judges of the com- 
petition will be Miss Beatrix Lehmann, 
Mr. Rodney Ackland and Mr. Patrick 
Hamilton. There is a strong tradition 
among budding young playwrights that, 
in order to write successfully for the 
London stage, one must produce pale 
imitations of the work of Mr. Frederick 
Lonsdale or Mr. Noel Coward, in which 
fashionable peeresses sit about in fashion- 
able Mayfair drawing-rooms and intone 
the latest slang at one another over the 
rims of their cocktail glasses. We are 
glad to see that the Unity Theatre is not 
encouraging such a tradition; as a matter 
of fact, there is a strong implication in 
the conditions of the competition that such 
plays will be considered undesirable, As 
far as one can gather, people who write 
about life under modern social systems, 
and especially under the present condi- 
tions, will be encouraged, although, no 


difficulties of production at the present 
time also will stand a reasonable chance 
of approval. Circumstances have offered 
young playwrights a most unusual oppor- 
tunity; for, although in Dublin and in 
many of the provincial cities in England 
there are competitions for new plays, it 
is not very often that they are invited 
to submit their works for production in 
London. The young men and women who 
listened with bated breath to Mr. Lennox 
Robinson 's recent talks on the subject of 
the drama should think seriously of sub- 
mitting their own efforts; now is the time 
to put his tuition to a practical test.

Women Register 


Most of the Labour Exchanges in 
Britain were closed to-day to the public 
for the first time for a fortnight, but the 
staffs were in many cases still engaged 
upon work connected with yesterday's 
registration of the women born in 1914. 
Apart from the registration of women, 
the Exchanges have been busy for the two 
previous Sundays in connection with the 
registration of men up to the age of 60 
for civil defence duties, and so many 
claims for exemption from fire-watching 
have been received that the staffs of the 
Labour Exchanges will be hard pressed 
for some weeks, or in some cases months, 
compiling an accurate roll of available 
fire-fighters. With regard to women, more 
than two millions have now been registered. 
and it is intended that those who attended 
at the Labour Exchanges on Saturday 
shall be interviewed within the next few 
weeks, so that they may be placed on war 
work in a much shorter period than has 
been the case with previous registrations.

Stock Exchange 


The London Stock Exchange is frequently 
accused of allowing financial considerations 
to outweigh all else, but figures just issued 
show that there is no Jack of patriotism 
when necessary. A census of 91 * and cent. 
of the firms connected with the Exchange 
shows that they had 6,197 partners and 
employés at the end of March, against 
14,215 two years ago. Most of these people 
are in the Services, every office being able 
to tell of its men engaged somewhere or 
other. Those left had much less than half 
the pre-war volume of business to deal 
with, the bargains recorded in the last 
year being 652,000, against 1,669,000 in 
the preceding year. 


Food by Air 


One of the post-war problems which will 
be of vital importance is the carriage of 
food to the countries of Europe which 
must be fed, and it 1s the suggestion that 
the great air fleets now being built up can 
be utilised for the purpose. In a broad- 
cast in the United States the statement 
has just been made that, “ when the war 
ends, the bombers could be stripped of 
their bomb racks and filled with wheat 
and other food, to be flown immediately 
to distribution points in the most ravaged 
war areas. Aeroplanes could be allotted 
to the Governments of each of the occupied 
countries for food and medical relief.” 


Sunday Shopping 


The Home Secretary is to be aonad 
with regard to a relaxation of the regula- 
tions relating to Sunday shopping. Con- 
ferences have been held at which employers 
and employés have been represented, and 


it was stated that married women working _ 


at war factories were handicapped in 
doing their shopping, since the shops were 
closed when they had finished their work 
on week-days, and it was su that 
in certain industrial. districts mainly 
employed on war work permission should 
be given for the women to make their 
purchases on Sundays.

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AN IRISHMAN'S DIARY 


Mr. Frank Purceil 


Mr. Frank Purcell, the secretary of the 
Hotel Workers’ Branch of the Irish Trans- 
port Union, must have been a proud little 
man when he saw how successfully the 
first Goodwill Restaurant got over its first 
dav x business. 

When I call him a little man I am 
referring only to his height; for by any 
other measurement Mr. Purcell is any- 
thing but small. He is one of thedirectors 
of the Goodwill Restaurant, and, in com- 
bination with the eminent restaurateurs 
on the Board, his experience in handling 
the labour and staff side of the catering 
business for many vears must have been 
of great value to this bold enterprise. 

Mr. Purcell’s initiation into the mystery 
of catering, 1 believe, took place in a 
famous Irish seat of learning. But for 
something like a decade he has been in 
charge of the hotel and restaurant workers 
of Dublin, and it is he who has supplied 
the skilled staffs for most of our hotels 
and réstaurants, the Horse and Spring 
Shows, most big race meetings—and the 
Goodwill venture, too. 

He learned soldiering in his native Co. 
Kildare, and is a very active officer in 
his unit of the L.D.F.

In the church the tomb of Thomas, 
Seventh Earl of Kildare, is believed to be 
the oldest ecclesiastical monument in the 
city. Originally in the Monastery of All 
Saints, it was removed at the time of the 
dissolution of the monasteries, and eventually 
found its resting place in St. Werburgh’s.

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DECLINE DUE TO LACK 
OF SUPPORT 


From Our Lonpon Frxanciat 
CoRRESPONDENT. 


RICE movements last week fur- 
P nished some prooí of the under- 
lying firmness of Stock Markets. 
Although business slackened consider- 
ably, and there was some reaction in 
prices towards the end of the week 
owing to the more critical news regard- 
ing the threat to Leningrad and the 
Crimea, the decline was not due to 
heavy selling by real holders, but to the 
absence of fresh buying support. 

The general disposition was to await 
for more definite news from the battle 
zones, but, unless reports are received 
of a major defeat being irflicted on the 
Russian forces, it seems inevitable that 
the tendency of security values must 
be upward. Very largely this is the 
result of the expansion of credit caused 
by Government expenditure on an un- 
precedentedly large scale. 

In these days what may be termed 
compulsory buying—the necessity, for 
example, that the great banks are 
under of investing at least part of their 
augmented resources—has a greater 
effect owing to the small market supply 
of stock. 


MORE BORROWING 


The big banks are supporting the 
Gilt-edged market less at present, 
largely because the Treasury is bor- 
rowing on a bigger scale against s1x 
months’ Treasury deposits for the pur- 
pose of meeting current expenditure. 
Money so borrowed is quickly paid out 
again, mainly to Government war con- 
tractors, and so increases the liquid 
resources of the banks. 

Large Government disbursements are 
due in the early days of October in 
interest on Gilt-edged stocks, and on 
October 26 payment will commence for 
the £35,000,000 of requisitioned Cana- 
dian sterling securities. These liabili- 
ties help to explain the heavier 
Treasury deposit receipt borrowing, 
which is also partly due to the fact 
that there is at. present no “ tap’’ loan 
available on terms which attract the 
big financial institutions. 

Last week there was another revival 
of the rumour that the Government 
will shortly offer the expected new 
short-dated loan for the purpose of 
absorbing some of the surplus funds 
at the disposal of the banks, insurance 
companies, etc. Possibly, the Treasury 
has its plans all ready, and is waiting 
for a more favourable phase in the war 
to occur before launching the new 
issue. 


A POPULAR STOCK 


Recent movements provide a reminder of 
the extent to which prices of Gilt-edged 
securities have appreciated since the early 
part of the year. The latest evidence of 
this is provided by the table published 
monthly in the Bankers’ Magazine, showing 
the valuation of the 365 representative 
securities used by that periodical for the 
compilation of its index number

Purchases of the Ordinary and Marginal 
Preferences at present wonld be rather 
speculative, but it would not seem that 
investors would go far wrong in acquiring, 
say.

The Gay Mrs. Trexel Goes 
Dramatic

HERE are three completely un- 

I usual films in the city at present, 

and of the three, I think, 
A Woman's Face, which is being shown 
at the Capitol, is the best: it 1s neither 
as fantastic as ' Beyond To-morrow,” 
nor as morbid as “ Rage in Heaven." 

The story of a woman, twisted in 
mind and body as a result of an ugly scar 
across her face, which she received at 
the age of five, it gives Joan Crawford 
a splendid chance to show what 
she can do in the highly dramatic line. 
When the scar is completely removed 
by a plastic surgeon (Melvyn Douglas)
